ed th a t so far ninety-one com panies

t e r renew ing the w o rk of the past

John T. Powers, tr e a s u r e r of the 
state association and th e “ gu ard ian 
angel” of the firem en’s hom e at H u d ­ 
son, was given the privilege of the

th irteen 
counties in 
th e H udson Valley 
had 
contributed $44 less in 1914 th an In 
1913, the am o u n t th is y e ar having 
been $4,734. 
At the last m eeting of 
the association $100 had been appro­ 
priated and $05.52 received from en ­ 
velope contributions. 
T h e envelopes 
would be d istributed on W ednesday 
to tbe firemen and he ask ed for a 
generous response. 
The condition of th e finances of the 
home were then gone in to in detail. 
M:. Powers said th at th e balance in 
the home fund on J u n e 12 w as $50,- 
712.77. of 
which 
$48,860.16 
was 
from from ten per cen t of the two 
per cent 
insurance 
m oneys of the 
state. 
The general fu n d had $386 
and the endow m ent fu n d $1,465.75. 
The association 
held 
bonds to the 
amount of $422,600 an d tb e hom e 
and farm was 
valued at $140,000, 
making a total of $611,846.98. W ith 
all this money on hand th e average 
man thoughtlessly would say w hat is 
the Use of asking us for money.

they failed to realize th a t th e income 
was but $16,800 on a fo u r per cent 
iarestment and it would cost at least 
$35.000 a year to m ain tain th e home. 
To properly care for the b ro th e r fire­ 
man an endow m ent fund of $1,000,-

advantage. 
Mr Pow ers said th a t th e r e w'ore

W ashington, Ju n e 16.— W a r is an 
in ternational 
nuisance, 
W illiam J. 
B ryan today declared in the first in- ¡ 
stallm ent of his views on “ T he cause­ 
less w ar and its lessons for us.” 
His 
: statem en t today was headed 
“ The 
w ar as it is and its 
in ju ry to neu ­ 
trals.” 
It follows: 


“ I shall tom orrow discuss the o r­ 
igin of th e w ar 
and 
the 
reasons 
■ which led the nations of E urope to 
¡m arch as if blindfolded into the c o n - 1 
flirt which now rests like a pall over 
I the fairest parts 
of the old w orld; 
¡today lot us consider the w ar as it Is 
■ and the in ju ry it is doing to the neu- 
¡ tral nations. 
“ The w ar Is w ithout a precedent 
In the population represented, in the 
n u m b er of com batants in the field, in 
daily expenditures, in effectiveness of 
the im plem ents employed; 
in 
the 
lists of dead and 
w ounded; in the 
w ide-spread suffering caused and in 
the intensity of the hatred aroused. 
“ No class or condition is exem pt 
from the bu rd en s which this w ar im ­ 
poses ;tho rich bear excessive ta x ­ 
ation and the poor 
are 
sorely op­ 
pressed; the resources of today are 
devoured and the products of to m o r­ 
row are m ortgaged. 
No age Is im ­ 
m une; th e first d ra ft was upon the 
strong and vigorous but the govern­ 
m ents are already calling for those 
above and below the ord in ary enlist­ 
m ent zone. 
“The w a r’s afflictions 
are visited 
1 upon women as well as upon m en— 
upon wives who aw ait in vain a h u s­ 
band's re tu rn and upon m others who 
¡ m ust s u rre n d er up sons whose sup­ 
port is the n a tu ra l reliance of de- 
1 d in in g years. 
Even 
children 
are 
victims, children innocent of w rong 
and incapable of doing harm . 
By 
| w a r’s dread decree, babes come into 
the world, fatherless at th eir birth 
while the bodies of their sires are 
; burned like w orthless stubble in the 
fields over which 
the 
grim reaper 
has passed. 
“ T he m ost extrem e 
illustrations 
collected from history 
to prove the 
loathsom eness of w ar are o v ersh ad ­ 
owed by 
new 
indictm ents w ritten 
daily; th e most distressing pictures 
draw n by the im agination 
are. su r­ 
passed by the realities of this indes­ 
cribable contest. 
Surely we behold 
‘the pestilence th a t w alketh in d a r k ­ 
ness and the destruction th a t w astetb 
at noon-day.* 
"N eu tral n ations 
can n o t look on 
with indifference -th e tics th at bind 
them to g eth er are too strong, the re­ 
lationship 
too 
intim ate. 
This 
is 
especially tru e of the United States. 
We have a composite 
population— 
every nation of E urope having con­ 
tributed liberally to o u r citizenship. 
“ These, o u r 
countrym en, 
them - 
1 selves born 
abroad or Im m ediately 
descended from 
foreign-born ances­ 
t o r s , cannot but ta k e a lively Interest 
in the conduct, as well as in the re­ 
sults of the w ar 
and a still larger 
circle sh ares the concern of those di­ 
rectly connected. 
Not a soldier falls 
on e ith e r side bu t 
the 
sorrow ex­ 
pressed In his hom e finds an echo at 
some fireside In th e United States. 
“ B ut aside from sentim ental con­ 
siderations, n eu tral nations 
suffer 
serious distu rb an ce because of the 
war. 
Duellists, when duelling was 
In fashion, were careful to select a 
place where they could settle their 
personal differences w ithout h a rm 
to unoffending bystanders, but w ar­ 
ring natio n s cannot, no m a tte r bow 
earnestly they try, avoid injury 
to 
neutrals. 
As the noisome odors of 
a slaughter-house 
carried 
on 
the 
breeze pollute the air In every di­ 
rection. m< the evil Influences e m a n ­ 
ating from these wide extended b a t­ 
tle fields tain t the atm osphere of the 
whole political world. 
“ War is an international nuisance. 
Nearly every 
neutral 
nation finds 
new* dom estic problem s thrust upon 
it and old problem s made m ore dif­ 
ficult. 
“ No 
Am erican 
citizen can note 
without deep concern the m anner in 
which war questions have Intruded 
them selves into our politics 
over- 
shadow ng econom ic issu es and stim ­ 
ulating agitation s In favor of en­ 
larged 
appropriations 
for m ilitary 
and naval purposes. 
“ B usiness Is deranged and expens­ 
ive readjustm ents 
m ade necessary; 
while com m erce with foreign nations 
!■ seriously 
Interrupted. 
F luctua­ 
tions In prlrss abroad are reflected 
in tbe m arkets of tbe U. 8.; a fall of 
ono cent in the pries of cotton m eans 
tens of 
m illions 
of dollars to <>ur 
producers and m erchants. 
Added to 
, this, freight rates and insurance pre­ 
m ium s have been Increased to cover 
the greater risks incident to war. 
“Scarcity of ships Is one of the 
greatest 
com m ercial 
em barraw- 
niente cause,! by the war. 
W e have 
depended largely upon foreign ships 
to carry our com m erce and we could 
not but auffsr 
when the m erchant­ 
men of one 
aids 
were driven from 
the sea and a part of the merchant 
fleet of the 
other 
side was with 
'draw n for governm ent use. 
* ih e neutral nations are put to a 
great expense to preserve neutrality 
and are constantly In danger of being 
em broiled In the war without Inten­ 
tion or fault on their part. 
“Tbe rules of International 
law 
seem to have been m ade for the na­ 
tions at war rather than for the na­ 
tions at peace 
It la alm oet Impos­ 
sible to alter those 
ruloa.

OU those who possess line ol»l 
InCe it tuny l»o well to suggeat 
a good method for the reuovat 
ing of the 
une at home. 
If so 
old as to l»o very tender the lace should 
be sent to a profe slmntl cleaner, who 
may a ls o he a luce mender, but If in 
fairly good shape the lace may be lm 
incised In warm suds made from some 
pure white soap and left to souk f o r an 
hour or so. 
The lace should then be put through 
two or more rinsings, the (Inal one to 
contain a pinch of borax, which gives 
just the l'ieht degree of stability to the 
lace, and it also has a bleaching pro 
]a m ity . 
It is a m istake to add bluing, 
for no m atter how white und fresh real 
luces are they never have the bluish 
tinge which is alw ays an Indication of 
Imitation laces which have been laun­ 
dered in tin* usual way. 
A delicate cream or even an Ivory 
tone is something to be desired in old 
luces, and unless one bue a particular 
fondness for dead w hite It will be 
found that the cream tone is Infinitely 
more becoming. 
Therefore use no blu 
lng. 
To dry the lace use either a good 
sized bottle which lias been w rapped 
about with strips of canton flannel or 
old Mnen and on this very carefully 
wind tin* lace, picking out the delicate 
edges and If necessary using extremely 
line pins or needles here and there to 
keep the lure from narrow ing or curl­ 
ing while it dries. 
Sometimes tin Ironing board will be 
found to do just as well as the bottle.

Colorado has had woman suffrage 
linos 1883. Judgs Lindsay of the Den­ 
ver juvenile court Is exploited by the 
luffraglsts as one of their strongest ad­ 
vocates, but his theoretical kleas on 
woman suffrage and his practical ex­ 
perience with its operations seem to 
be at wide variance. 
Speaking at a 
suffrage banquet in Denver recently 
he Is reported as saying: 
“When we asked for the employee 
x>mpentatlón bill where were the wo­ 
men voters of Denver? 
When pro­ 
tests were entered 1 looked around for 
some of our women voters to plead for 
our women and children who would 
be benefited by this bill, but there was 
not a woman present. 
Where is our 
adult probation law? 
We are a suf­ 
frage state. Massachusetts is not, but 
they have an adult probation law. 
Where Is our home finding society? 
We have suffrage, but our dependent 
children In this state are put in homes 
for dependent children instead of be­ 
ing given the rights of family ties. 
We are twenty years behind Massa­ 
chusetts in spite of suffrage.” 
One of the meat prominent church­ 
men of Denver, Dean H. Martyn H art 
of Denver cathedral, writing to the 
Chronicle, a religious («per, In its is­ 
sue for February, 1915, says: 
“Here in Denver we had lspt year 
1,205 divorces out of 2,500 marriages. 
Every thirteenth person in this com­ 
munity suffered arrest, there were sev­ 
enteen murders, seventy-five people 
were killed in the coal strike and no 
one brought to Justice.” 
And now comes the report of the 
municipal election of May 18, 1915. 
Three amendments of special interest 
to women were voted on—a proposed 
bond issue for a women's Industrial 
home, one for city hospital lmprove- 
mente and the home rule amendment 
to decide whether Denver shall be 
“wet” or “dry.” Both the bond issues 
were defeated and the “wets” won by 
a large majority, which will necessi­ 
tate the taking of the prohibition ques­ 
tion into the courts since the state in 
November last voted for state wide 
prohibition by a small majority. 
The women's vote at this election In 
Denver wus the lightest ever polled 
since Colorado became a double suf­ 
frage state, and some of the comments 
are enlightening. Mrs. Martha J. Cra­ 
mer, a member of the state board of 
pardons and a pioneer suffragist in 
Colorado, said: 
“I'll tell you what's the matter. Moat 
of the women have become disgusted 
and quit voting. One might as well be 
frank al>out it Only a few more elec­ 
tions and all the women in Denver will 
quit voting. The women have shown 
they can’t stand together. They have 
divided Into factions, and instead of 
‘going down the line' for a good cause 
they sjwnd their time in 'knifing* one 
another. 
I um completely disgusted. 
I shall never vote again. SUFFRAGE 
IS A FAILURE. The facta apeak far 
themselves.” 
The only woman candidats waa Mr*. 
Nora Wright, who ran for commission­ 
er of social welfare. She waa indorsed 
by two women's leagues, but their 
promised support failed to materialise. 
One of Mrs. Wright’s supporters said: 
"Suffrage is hopeless, I guess. 
Like 
the men, woman workers on election 
day want to be paid. Their slogan is 
‘No pay, uo work.* ** 
Writing In the Providence (R. I.) 
Tribune on April 4, 1915. R. D. Wlnuns 
of Newport says: 
“The suffragists have quoted several 
oflR*»holders and politicians of Colora­ 
do us strongly favoring their cause. 
Those men do not dare do otherwise 
lest they antagonize the women vote, 
and their sentiments expressed private­ 
ly among friends are at great variance 
with tboee they express in print. 
"The writer having spent several 
years in Colorado knows that the i>eo- 
ple who worked hardest for ‘votes for 
women* are new strong supporters of 
the 'anti' side.” 
These are but a few of the refer­ 
ences woman suffrage gets from a state 
which has employed her for twenty 
years. They do not add much strength 
to the much vaunted “success” of aro­ 
man suffrage In Colorado.
